MNANCE. 

Three supevnuwierary budgets are prepared each year for the 
and are called the Valley Budget, the Hills Budget and the Water Works 
Budget. Together these form the main State Budget. This year care 
has been taken to preserve the identity of each of the.sc budgets 
whenever figures concerning the State Budget have been given. 

1. The revenue receipts for the financial year 1931-32 uere estimated 
at Rs. 8,59,898 whereas the actual receipts at the 
sinte Budget. counted to Ri 5,70,022 only, 

showing a short collection of R* 2,83,870. The expenditure during the 
year was estimated at fis 8,49,099 whereas the actual e.xpenditure amounted 
to Rs. 7,97,534, a sum of Rs. 51,&45 remaining unexpended from the allotments 
at the end of the year. 

These figures show a deficit on the years working of lls. 2,21,o32 
(the dilference between the actual expenditure of Rs. 7,97,534 and 
the actual receipts of Rs. 5,76 022 ) which is at first sight alarmiu|. 
It must he remembered however that this is chiefiy duf to the 
extension of the last date of , the land revc-nuie GnllecHo 
March 31st to June 80th. Laftd revenue collections invariably

The chief executive officer helop' His Highne.s.s vas the 37eputy Ih's- 
pector of Schools, Srijut Chandam Gulap Singh, "whose ehief duty "vras to 
tour and inspect the Upper and Lower Fiimary scliools in the Valley. He 
Avas assisted in this norh hy tAvo Buh, Inspectors. The Deputy In.speetor toured 
5t) daj’s, and the two Suh-Jnspectors 58 and ()2 days each. 

2. At present there is only one official High School to supply the 
needs of the State. This is tlic Johnstone High School 

I igh K-choo.s. Avhich is .situated in the British lleserve, and managed 

by a Comniittoe of. Avhich the Political Agent is Seo'etary. 

In addition to the pupils’ fees the State oontrihiites a sum of Its. 7,380 
toAravcls the maintenance of the school, while it also receives a grant-in-aid 
from the Government of India of Ps. 50 per month, for a period of 5 
years beginning from 1st April 1927, and nnotlier from the (J-ivernment 
of Assam of Rs. 50 per month. 

The number of masters AA'orking in the school is 15 of Avhich 13 are 
Manipuris and 2 are .Bengalis. Three of these masters are graduates of

It is hoped that this will 
considerably reduce the cost of road repairing, in addition to maintaining 
the roads in a better condition.

The arrears appear to 1)« large, but it mu')! be remembered that the 
collcctiou season \\ as exteruled, as in the case of the laud revenue demand 
in (lie State, ami that the actual collections did not commence until 
.lanuary owing to the reorganization of the department. 

There nas al'O a most severe outbreak of I'inderpest in the State, 
\ihich )nad<1 the lealisation (T grazing fees particularly difficult. 

Finally, t!ie ple^ent Foreigners' ]\[auzadar had not kept the registers 
etc. upt) date, and great difficulty has been experienced in disentangling 
demand and coliection figures of tlie various taxes. It is hoped that the 
result of the new oi-ganiz itioa will b' apparent in ne.vt year’s report. 

'I’he folloniniz' slateinenf shows the deniand and colleclions of these 
t.i.ves, joi)itlv, foi' the past 5 tears, and gives some idea of the 
unsatisfactory -tate of affairs that h;is beeti prevailing.

Jiribam is a State settl.Muent cmi the westfini cjilftiies of the State, 
di\’i(](Kl fi'om the nei 2 ;h bon ring district of Cachar by 
the Jiri and Cachar rivers. Previously the lahd; was 
covered v ith deu.se jungle, but it \va.s given for agricultural settlement at 
special rates in the \ ear 1907, and after initial years of much hard work 
and diNC Jiiragcmenl , Ihe cultivators began at last to (ske out a precarious 
living. It Is Ijard oven now to make ends meet, but some of the' older 
villages are now more or le.ss firmly established, lilach year sees a number 
of per.sous I'clinquishing iheir land, and absconding without payment of their 
dues, but others arcj usually found to take their place, and if sufficient 
attention is paid to tlu; wauls of the settlers there is no reason why 
eventually the s(>,ttlcnu*nt should not prosper. 

The settlement is adniiiiistered by a ilauzudar, Babu Chandra Nath lley» 
with a small re\eiiuo and office staff. Babu (ffiandra Nath has been at 
Jiribam as Alaozadar .sinee 1020, and continues to work .satisfactorily at 
an uphill lask. 

During the year under report this officer toured 72 days.

There arc fiv e ]jon er Primary Schools in the settlement, but these 
have in the pa.st been badly neglected. They are not 
under the control of the idauzadar, and the absence 
of a local controlling ofTiccr i.s keenly felt. 

State buildings and roads etc. have also been neglected in the past, 
but money has recently been allotted, and is being allotted in ne.xt years 
budget, for the general improvement of the.se necessitie.s. 

A proper Mauzadar’s office, which has long been a much felt want, is ujw 
in process of erection. 

There is a dispen.sarv at Jiribam \yhich serves a popular public 
demand. A State doctor was deputed there for the first time during 
the year under report, and suitable accoimnodation was supplied for him. 
There ii also a ooiu])onnder. The disi>enaary needs enlarging and. this, 
it is hoped, Avill be undertaken as soon as pos-sible.

The State also has property in Gauhati and Diinapur. 

The total cost of the upkeep of all of this property during the year 
under report amounted to Rs. 7,137.

1o be administered on behalf of His Highness the 
Maharaja during the year under report by the President of the Darbar, and 
his tno Assistants, uhu are Extra A.ssistant Commissioners, lent to the State 
bv the Goi eminent nC Assam. For some years ])rior to 1929, the Hills 
uere divided into four sub-divinon-s with .sub-divisimil headquarters at 
(Ihuracdiatidpur, d’anumlong, Tlkhrul and lini>h'il In December 1929* 
it was decided, as an e.x peri mental measure for three yoar> in the first 
instance, t > w ithdnuv the sub-divisions from the Hills, and the two Assistants 
made their headquarters at Irnphal and divided control of tlie whole Hill area, 
one taking the north and^ one the south. Wliether this system will prove 
workable remains to be seen, but it w'ould seem doubtful if it can be re^ 
gistered yet as successful in view of the continued disturbance Amongst 
the Kabuis and Ivacha Nagas, and the known and expressed desire amongst 
the Hillmea themsehes for a reversion t) the old arrangements.

The Kukis were) as usual one of the most laW abiding of the tribes, but 
their desire to wander and form small villages Still remains difficult 
to check . 


The Marings’ record as cattle thieves can hardly be “aid to have improved. 

I n t he North, the Mao Nagas gave no serious tv.mble, though there 
were the usual quarrels between the villages of the Mao group It is 
feared that some of tlie Maram group of villages have been affected by 
the Kabui disturbances 


The Tangkhuls were quiet except that the antagoniMn between the 
Christian and non-Christian Tangkhuls continues, and they are extremely 
fond of litigation. 

The Khoiraos, Koirengs, and Korns -were all quiet 

The Kacha Nagas, usually, a very quiet and peaceful tribe continued 
to be seriously alfecteii by the trouble given to the State by the Kabuis. 

Tlie Kabui disturbances iirst appeared last year, and were initiated 
by a Kabui by the name of Jadonang, who professed to be starting a 
new religion. Originally a “ maiba ”, he played on the superstitious minds 
of the Kabuis to such an e.xtent, that they began to look upon him as 
a chosen leader who would overthrew the e.xisting administration, destroy 
the Kukis, against ivhom the Kabuis have had strong feelings Of hatred 
ever since their treatment by the Kukis ^ before and during the Kuki 
Punitive Expedition of 1917', and eventually set up a Kabui " Raj 
Jadonang himself soon became intoxicated with his own power, and Ijefore 
long had overstepped the limits to which some, at i^ny rate, of the 
Kabui villages -were prepared to gO, with the result that certain Viil,age4 
in tlie Naga Hills reported the AVhole affair to the Deputy CommiaSioneiy 
Avho at once commdnioated Avith the State authorities. This Avas at the 
commencement of tjhe year 1931.

‘^llttgers anti theiv crops from disease and scarcity. It is mOi*e likely 
Iwj'vyever that they were collected by him to propitiate his new gods 
and increase his own importance and pow«n*. 

Investigations were conmienced early in February 1931, and the Lum 

Mihedav and two iavihu.'i were sent out to arrest Jadonang. They reaohsd 

his village of Kambiron only to discover that he had gone to Cachar, 

but they were able to 1)riiig back useful infonnation of the extent of 

the trouble. In the meantime the Kulcis were becoming restless and had 
come in Mith various alarmist reports. The Political Agent then decided 
that it was necessary to make a dem oast ration march with an armed 
column, to inflict piinislimeiit on the ringleaders and villages concerned, 
and to restore con/idenoe in the affected area. 

A few days before the column started, Jadonang was arrested 

by the Caclier authorities, and was kept by them until taken over by 

the Political j^geiit on Sth 3iareh 1931. The Political Agent with the 
column, consisting of one ]ilatoon of the dth Battalion Assam Rifles 
and one British and one Gurkha Officer, left Imphal on February 2Ath 
1931 and proceeded via Bishenpur and the Oachar Road to Kambiron. 
'I'here it was found lliat .ladonang had erected a temple and had made 
smne idols in conneefion with his new religion, and these were de.stroyed. 

'Phe elders of tlie village were arrested and the column proceeded to 
make <L detour through the affected ountry, proceeding from Kambiron 
to .Jirighal, where! .ladonang was taken over, and eventually returning 
to Imphal via 'I’amenloiig on March 2!)th 1931. 

The column rc(|uir<!d some IHO coolies and the expense to the State 
of those, ojierations amountiHl to over B.s. .3,190. -V sum of I's. 2,970 was 
levied from various \ill^ges who were found culpable, and 29 guns were 
temporarily withdraw n. 

.Jadonang was wanted not only as the leader of the new' movement 
but also as a murderer. On his arrival at Imphal criminal investigations 
were started against him and others of his village for the brutal 

murder, in 192!t, of four unarmed Maiiipuris who w'ero journeying towards 
Cachar. Lt ai>pears likely that the victims were put to death at the 

instance of Jadonang, pi'obably as sacrifices fo his ne»v god.s, as well as 

to show his followers his pow’er and defiance of the existing laws oi 
the State. 

.ladonang himself was emu icted, with six other Kabuis of the village 
of Kambiron and was sentenced to be hanged, the sentence being 
carried out in .\ugust 1931. Tlie other convicts were sentenced t< 
life imprisonment. Although these punishments had nothing to d( 
with those that would have been awarded to Jadonang and others o' 
his folluver.s for the disturbances which they were instrumental ir 

causing in the Hills, it was^ hoped that they would be tftlcen as such 
and serve as a deterrent for others who might aspire to similar fame.

At the tim? of 
sending this report to the press affairs were quietening down, and are 
likely to do so until the advent of th) coll waithsr, but unless 
Oaklileu can be apprcdiended then, it is unlikely that the affair will 
he brought to a satisafctory conclusion. 

A. reward of Rs. 200 and guns, for the apprehension of Gaidileu or 
for information concerning her whereabouts, was first offered by the 8tato 
in the early part of 1982. 'I'his was subsequently augmented by Government, 
who offered a further reward of Rs. 500, and any village, either in 
the State or in British India, which gives reliable information leading to 
her capture, will be granted 10 j'cars full remission of house tax.

PBOTECTIOX. 

'rhere is no special Pv)lioe force in the Kills, hamhn^ carry out 
both the duties of the police and of messengers or 
peons of the Btate. They hold a peculiar position 

of lrust«.and dignity, and amongst their many duties are those of interpreters 
to the Hill courts and the officers of the Hill administration. As an 
example of the weight of authority carried by these officials in the 
eyes of the hillmen, the case may be quoted of the reccut avre.st8 in 

what was known us the Kambiron murder case. The Liifmubedcn and two 
Other fnmlux. proceeded to the scene of a murder of four Mauipuris 
over a year previously by the village of Kambiron, and succeeded in 

investigating the case and bringing back with them to Imphal 23 persons 
accused of the murder. 

The staff consists of one Lamsuhedar, four head Interpreters, and 
42 l.amhns. The f/omsuheddt and five Laiiibus are j\lanip\iris and the 
remainder are hillmen.

A village often starts with enthrsia-m to ha\e its t)o_\ ^ taught, and then 
after a few months, interest llag.s and the boys’ attendances become hope- 
lessly irregular. At the same time there is au appreciable increase in 
the number of Hdl boys who come forward with a desire f()r a lietter 
.standard, of education than they can obtain in their villages. 

During the year under report two Dill boys, who had pre\ iously passed 
the Matriculatic-n iC-vamination, were given soholarship.s for higher education 
outside the State. Both of these student-, went to the Berry "White Medical 
School at Dihrugarli.- M'wo Hill boys passed the 1081 Matriculation Exa.

A so 37 Lower Primary Schools as against 29 in the previous 
year with attendances of 328 boys and 107 girls as against 800 IJOVS 
and 10/ girls in 1930-31. 

Ihe Mission has also organized 11- night Lower Primary Schools, at 
which tile number of pupils on the rolls tolallerl 71 hoys and 81 girls. 

Altogether the Mission had 53 mule teachers and four female 
teacheis on its teaching statf, and spent Ss. 0,703 on education, towards 
which total the State paid a sum of fis. 1.390 as again.st Rs. 1,607 
contributed in the previous year. 

All the Schools under the control of this Mission are using the State 
leaching cnrricula. 

1 he North-L.ist InUa General INfission has one middle English Schoil 
at Churachandpur, on the rolls of which there were 18 M. E. Students, 
20 U. P. Studoits and 10 L. 1^. Students. Besides this, there is one 
Bible School with 2.‘-i Students, and one girl’s School With 18 Students, 
at ( -hurachundpur. The Mission also maintained 22 village Primary schools, 
in which there neve 5 U. P. Students and 3-S9 Iv. P. Student.s. The total 
number o( Stuchuits in all the Mission Scho )ls was 1-9.5, of ndiich 4-00 
wore boys and 'b) girls. Of this number 85 pupils were non-Christians, 

Tlie Alission had on its staiV 27 Tcaielun’S and I School Inspector, and 

spent ft. 8,900/- on education in tlie South-lVest area of the State. 

Three students have beem sent at Mission expense to the Shillong 

Govei'iniiCnt High Soho il for training. 

Uiitil the year under report no Manijuiri had been taught in this 
Itlission’s Scdiools. iManipuri is now being taught in the Mis.sion Bible 
School, jM. E. and U. P. classes at Cliurachandpur and in a few' of the 
village Schools, in which the teacheni are able to do so. 

0. d'he State c•^'ndu<•l^ all its teaching in the lulls in yinnipuri, 
and except for an experiment in the Tangkhul Area a 

Hill \crii..ci,iijrs. years ago, has not taught the hill vernaculars. 

Actually, in the Tangkhul country, Manipuvi is fast becoming the lingntf 
franca these people, owing to the immense variety of dialects ami 

sub-dialects, within one and the same tribal language. 

The American Baptist .Mission, which works in the north, east and 

south of the State, has always included Manipuri ( Bengali character ) iu 
its cun'iculum, but first teaches hill vernaculars through the medium of 
text books printed in the Bomau character. In its higher clas.ses it goes 
on to the teachiim- of Plnglish. The Slate is much indebted to this 
Mission for .spreading education in Manipuri over a vast tract of country, 
but at the same time, tlv' system adopted is open to thi .objection that 
it burdens young /ninds with two alphaliets.

The Darlwir, in their resolution of 20th May 11)31, have stated unequi- 
vocally that education in the hills must be imparted through the medium 
of Manipuri written in llengali characters, for nhioh purpose text lx>ok^ 
are now being provided, all the Lower Primary books l»eing actually read\ 
for is.sue. Thus Manipuri a ill, it is hoped, grackmlly become (he Ungm 
fraiwa in use throughotit the hills of the State.

The issue of ^uus lo Hilliueu is strictly regulated. License.-t to possess 

guns are not as a rule given to individuals, except 
in tlu) oa.se of State .servants, , such as lambm and 

others. The general policy is to issue guns to de.^erving villages for the 
protection of theii' crops and cattle against wiM animals. Guns are not 

issued to village.s of le.ss than 30 house.s nnle.s.s for e.vceptional reasons, 
and tlie gun is i.ssued in the name of the village and not in the name 

of any one individual, the resjtousibility for its production and re-i’egistra- 
tion each y«ar, resting with the Headman of the village. 


There nere G7S licensed guns in the hills at the end of the year, of 
which 6-15 were uiu/,/.lo loading guns, and 33 were breech loading guns.

GAME PULPS 03? THf3 MANIPUR STATE. 


The State game rules are published for general information 

1. Pishing with dynamite or poison is absolutely forbidden. Nagas 
and Kukis only are allowed, however, to poison fish in streams that 
form the boundary between the Naga Hills and Alanipur, but may 
use only those poisons winch are ]H*,nnitied in tlie Naga Hills. 

2 Fishing wilh dragnets or castnets, or hy fouling the water by 
throwing in earth etc , is forludden in all hill streams which flow into 
the valley of Manipur or into the Manipur liver. 


3. Rundhs may nul he elected in hill sireams. 

-t. X(,) pcr.'ons other than hill-men may flsh in any hill stream 

without a permit in writing from the President of the IMapipur State 
1 larhar. 


.5. No one ina\ (ish except with a rod in the following reserves:— 

( 1 ) The Pnirak, from the source to the point below Afaram 

where it turns to the west. 

( 2 ) 'I’hc Khuga, from Thingangphai to the western lioundary 

of Saitol village.
